Mr.  Thornton,  the  Ruffian  merchant,  has  aljo  re- 
ceived letters  tint  an  engagement  between  the  Ruj- 
jianandjweedifij  fileetshad  certainly  taken  plale^  but 
no  particulars  are  given  :  a  jevere  cannonade  had  been 
heard  by  many  jhips  for  upwards  of  four  hours  con- 
tinuance.

There  is  no  reafon  to  doubt  the  authenticity  of the 
above  intelligence,  it  being  mentioned  as  an  abjolute 
fact  in  jeveral  other  private  letters  from  ptrfbns  of 
unwitefiionable  veracity, 

Thurftiay  flight  advice,  were  received  from  Elf* 
neur,  in  a  letter  from  N  Fniwick,  ejq. ;  the  Bri- 
tip  cotiful  there,  dated  the  firft  inftant  withanac- 
count  «f  the  arrival  of  aQiip  that  failed  on  the  22d 
ult.  from  Conftadt,  in  company  with  Jour  Ruffian 
jhips  of  the  line,  with  whom  having  parted  one  hour 
he  fell  in  with  fixtetn jail  of  Sweedifh  men  of  war, 
and  in  one  hour  more  he  heard  a  violent  cannonade. 
The  account  of  the  engagement  was  confirmed  by 
another  fbip  ;  and  Mr.  Fenwick  adds,  that  in  hiso- 
pinion,  no  doubt  can  be  entertained  of  an  aEtien  ha- 
ving taken  place  between  the  Swedes  and  Ruffians, 
in  which  opinion  he  is  the  more  confirmed,  his  Swe- 
difij  majefty  having  ordered  the  Ruffian  anbafjador 
to  depart  from  Stockholm  in  4.8  hours. 

July  .0  The  following  pajfages  are  felcQed  from 
a  letter  dated  Berlin,  June  27  ;  The  Ruffian  ambaj- 
jadors  at  this  court,  count  Rovunzow,  received  a 
mejjenger  the  day  before  ycfterday from  Peter fturghi 
the  contents  of  the  dijpatches  muft  have  been  of  a 
very  peculiar  nature,  becauje  the  count  has  deliver 
ed  a  memorial  to  our  minijiry,  iefirinig,  "  That  our 
monarch  would  prevent  the  King  of  Sweden  from 
purjuinghis  warlike  preparations  againft  Ruffia,  and 
and  cauje  him  to  receive  pacific  proportions  or  to 
incline  him  Jo  to  do;  otherwije  her  imperial  maje- 
fty would  look  on  the  meajures  taken  by  Sweden  as  nur- 
tcred  andrffifted  by  Prujfia,  winch  her  imperial  ma- 
jefty fhould  know  how  to  rejent,  fcfe."  This  very 
haughty  language  ha:  given  much  umbrage;  howe- 
ver, the  Ruffian  mi  lifter  is  packing  up  his  all,  and 
himjetf  is  L\o:ie  ajmatl  diftaHce  from  the  metropolis, 
and  will  not  return  thither,  but  go  without  taking 
leave 

The  anjwer  given  to  this  very  extraordinary  me- 
morial ran  thus:  -'■That  his  majefty,  the  King  of 
Pr^ffia,  kad no  cmtr win  command  uverhu  majtjly 
of  Sweden  as  ajovereigr.;  as  to  his  own  part,  he  had 
already  and  repeatedly  dec  ared,  that  he  was  telolved 
and  fully  determined  to  remain  neuter  in  the  prejent 
troubles  in  Europe,  &fc.
